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Cellulose Acetate 
Bears Watching Claims 
New York Dealer 





In a recent issue, we ran an 
article by H. O. Georges, of Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, in which he dif- 
ferentiated between transparent 
sheeting as used for stamp mount- 
ing purposes. Mr. Georges stated 
that cellophane was dangerous for 
stamps, while cellulose acetate was 
safe to use. We commented that 
even though this were so, since 
the average collector could not 
tell cellophane from cellulose 
acetate -except by a chemical ex- 
amination of its structure, such 
assurance was of little value. 

In further commenting on Mr. 
Georges’ statement, we learn from 
Herman Herst, Jr., New York 
dealer, that a collection which he 
recently broke up for auction 
came to him entirely mounted in 
stamp mounts manufactured by a 
well known stamp «firm which 
were made of cellulose acetate, the 
product which it is claimed can- 
not harm stamps. Unfortunately, 
a good many blocks, especially 
those of rotary issues of the United 
States of the 1940-1942 period 
came cut of their mounts with 
their gum ruined as far as selling 
them as “original gum” was con- 
cerned. The stamps themselves 
were unharmed, but the gum on 
them was badly glossed, so much 
so that in places the customary 
rotary ridges distinctive on these 
stamps, had completely disappear- 
ed. 


It appeared as if the gum had 
actually melted, and that while 
soft and pliant, having come in 
contact with the slick smooth sur- 
face of the cellulose acetate, it 
hardened in a solid glossy sur- 
face that made the blocks entire- 
ly different to the eye. Mr. Herst 
asked the owner of the collection 


reason for this phenomenon, think- 
ing that maybe it had been kept 
in a damp or warm place, but the 
collector assured him that the col- 
lection had been kept carefully 
wrapped for a few short years, 
far from heat, dampness, or steam. 

Mr. Herst suggests that the Bur- 
eau of Standards which has given 
its blessing to cellulose acetate 
for stamp mounting purposes may 
be primarily interested in damage 
that might be caused to the paper, 
to the color, or the gum, but that 
since their eyes are not trained to 
philatelic intricacies, they might 
deem a simple change in gum 


\ atelists of course know otherwise. 
It would seem from these con- 

| flicting views that the collector is 
lright where he was when trans- 
parent mounts came on the mar- 
ket: can he be assured that his 
investment in mounts will safe- 
guard his even more substantial 
investment in stamps. Apparently 
a definitive Yes or No cannot yet

Mr. Rubsame submits these with 
the information that a recent Pres- 
idential decree in Mexico calls for 
the issue of two new regular post- 
age issue of 10 and 20 peso values 
as well as two new air mail stamps 
of 10 and 20 peso value. 

There has been much condemna- 
tion in some Philatelic Papers 
concerning the High value issues 
in some of the recent Mexican 
sets, but Mr. Rubsame submits 
these covers to show that the 
issue of such high values is justi- 
fied by a real need for high value 
stamps. 

We might mention that the 
stamps referred to above are to be 
a part of the regular issue and we 
could suggest that there would be 
a better feeling toward the Mexi-

DEAR MR. HANNEGAN: 


I know that your chief business is keeping the Democratic par- 
ty in power and I can tell you honestly that I have done my-bit to- 
ward that for years past. (Now none of our readers should write me 
a letter and tell me to keep politics out of the stamp paper, for this 
is not politics, but a sound business talk). It would 
seem to me that since the U. S. Mail Service is 
about the biggest business institution in the world 
and of such vital importance to the average Amer- 
ican citizen as well as to the Business man, that 
something ought to be done looking toward 
putting a sound business man at the head of this 
business, a man who would devote his entire 
energies to giving the service that the public is 
entitled to. I am amazed that the business public 
have not long ago made strenuous representations 
to their congressmen for better postal service. In 
our issue of October 31, we printed an editorial in 
which we asked our readers to tell us when the 
October 31 issue of our paper reached them and 
We are getting a wagon load of replies from our more than 23,000 
subscribers and the whole mess is one of the most amazing bits of 
evidence of the sloppy ang slip-shod methods of handling our mail 
that anyone could even think up.

Recently you stressed the fact that air mail now goes to the 
most remote corner of the world in 64 hours, This morning we have 
letters from subscribers in Piqua, Ohio, just 13 miles south of Sidney, 
and right on the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad that connects the two 
towns and where there are several trains each day and where it is 
reported by the Piqua readers that it took six days for delivery of 
their paper from our Post Office in Sidney. That is 144 hours for 13 
miles, yet you brag about air mail going to the remote corners of the 
world in just 64 hours. 


Surely that is a very poor way to run a business of this sort. 

At this date we have already had letters from Florida, Texas, 
California, reporting receipt of the paper, but New York City, the 
biggest in the world and the one point where most of our business is 
concentrated, has not yet begun to report on receipt of our October 31 
issue and today is November 7. We wonder if New York has seceded 
from the U. S. A, and gets treatment as a foreign country. 

We understand that last year, the Post Office Department’s 
annual report boasted of quite a considerable surplus. Why not use 
this surplus to give service. I have had letters and cards from almost 
every point in the United States and many of them give facts which 
seem to indicate that the chief trouble with mail delivery is lack of help 
in many offices at various periods. I would believe that it should be 
a rule of every postoffice, that no piece of mail be permitted to lay 
in that office over 24 hours at the most. I am convinced, from what 
has been shown by the letters and cards at hand, that most of the 
bad service results from temporary congestion at some office wherein 
they shove aside everything but first class mail and then handle the 
second class and such other matter when they get time to do it. We 
have numerous reports that our issue for October 24 and October 31 
were delivered at the same time, indicating the above to be a fact. 
This is not good business and no sound business man can condone 
such handling 

To our readers, the receipt of their paper is of much impor- 
tance, you will be suprised if you can take the time to read some of 
the letters we have received, when this mass of material is finally 
shipped to Washington for final examination. 

Just to give you one example of how interested in receiving 
our paper, our readers are, read this—“Perhaps the reason your pub- 
lication is so slow in transit is that it is so interesting, every philate- 
lic-minded post office clerk between here and Sidney, Ohio, puts it 
aside to look over before forwarding! I wouldn’t be surprised if it 
is my copy they so honor every week!!!” This man is from Woodhaven, 
New York. 

Another collector from Dallas, Texas, says—“‘I figured, when 
I saw that six colored job coming from St. Louis, that I could lay 
your sheet aside for Second Reference, when and if necessary. That’s 
what I thought. But I changed my mind.” 

One peculiar thing in connection with the first of the above 
statements is, that we have had several letters which have reported 
even quicker handling this week than ever before and several of the 
boys, suggest that maybe the clerks have been reading it and thus 
got “hep” to this test and shot it along faster. 

Anyhow, Mr. Hannegan, service on mail of this type is worse than 
horrible and should be remedied. We hope that when the Post Office 
Appropriation bill comes up again that there will be an effort made to 
have appropriation large enough to permit the proper handling of 
mail in all offices. 

As previously stated, reports from New York City are not yet 
pouring in and after they come, and that appears to be the last place 
in the country that gets our paper, we will give you a complete re- 
port on this mail service business. 

We want to offer our apologies to the Buffalo Terminal. We 
had held the opinion that it was through this point where the delay 
on eastern mail occured but with reports of delivery all over Mass. 
and even in New Jersey, just outside New York, we are firmly con- 
vinced that the New York mail is delayed right in the New York 
City office. 

Maybe a lot of other people who have been dissatisfied with 
New York City mail service, voted for Dewey for this very reason.

1946 Christmas Seals 
Will Soon Be Ready; 
Buy Them, Use Them 





Portraits of four pioneers in the 
Christmas Seal Sale movement are 
included on each sheet of the 1946 
Christmas Seal which will be sold 
throughout the country from Nov. 
25 through December 25 by the 
2900 affiliates of the National Tu- 
berculosis Association to finance 
their work in tuberculosis control. 
The 1946 Seal shows an old-fash- 
ion lamplighter. 

The Seals are printed in a sheet 
format of 100, 96 of which carry 
the lamplighter design, with the 
four center Seals, Numbers 45, 46, 
55 and 56, showing, in that order, 
Jacob Riis, Miss Emily P. Bissell, 
E. A. Van Valkenburg and Leigh 
Mitchell Hodges, all of whom play- 
ed a part in the first American 
Seal Sale held in 1907. The por- 
traits are printed in black on a 
white background with the names 
in the lower left-hand corner and 
a small double-barred cross in red 
in the upper right hand-corner. 

Organized this year and having 
a Seal Sale for the first time, the 
Bermuda Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion has adopted the NTA design, 
excluding the portrait Seals from 
their sheets and with a few other 
changes. 

The lamplighter Seal was de- 
signed, from an idea by Miss Mary 
Louise Estes of the Duval County 
Tuberculosis Association, Jackson- 
ville ,Fla., by Lloyd Coe, who also 
created the 1938 Seal. 

The design shows the lamplight- 
er, in an overcoat, red muffler 
and mittens, standing at the top 
of a ladder placed against a lamp 
post in the act of lighting the 
lamp. Beneath the design is a rib- 
bon bearing the word “Greetings” 
in blue. Both ends of the ribbon 
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is also being used by Canada and 
England without the letters 
“USA”. The Canadian Seals, as 
usual, are issued in the French text 
as well as English. The French 
Seals bear the words “Bonne 
Sante” and the English Seals the 
words “Greetings.” The sheets are 
issued without the portrait Seals.

The Other Side Of 
The Auction Picture 


In our issue of October 24, we 
remarked editorially on the plight 
of an auction bidder, who on buy- 
ing a stamp, the identification of 
which he questioned, found that 
when he had it checked, the bill 
for the authentication came out 
of his pocket. The auction firm in 
question refunded the money that 
had been paid for the miscatalog- 
ing of the stamp, but they balked 
at paying the modest fee that the 
collector had paid for expertiza- 
tion. 

We remarked in the editorial 
that we felt that auction dealers, 
particularly those who belonged 
to the ASDA should get together 
and formulate rules to cover such 
exigencies, as well as any others 
that might come up, in order that 
collectors might know what their 
rights were in such matters, and 
in order to assure more respon- 
sibility among auctioneers. 

We are now presented with the 
other side of the picture by a 
New York auctioneer, Herman 
Herst, Jr.. who has run a great 
number of important sales, and 
whose thoughts on the subject are 
worth considering. LINN’S is al- 
ways glad to receive both sides of 
any subject up for discussion, for 
only by thorough and exhaustive 
discussion of both sides of any 
question can collectors arrive at a 
fair conclusion. 

Mr. Herst’s comments 
exactly as written:

cess, and that the gentlemen in- 
volved need nothing more than 
regimentation. Few realize’ that 
the selling of stamps, or any com- 
modity, at auction is merely a 
form of merchandising, just as 
sale by direct mail, sale ‘over the 
counter”, or the mere exchange 
of stamps are all other forms of 
merchandising. Rules that apply 
to one form are fully applicable 
to any other, and there is no need 
for the ASDA, or for any group 
to lay down rules for anyone’s 
protection. 

“Abuses exist in the auction 
field, just as they exist in the ap- 
proval field, or in any other stamp 
field. Some are trivial, some are 
serious. All of them would be bet- 
ter if they did not exist, but stamp 
dealers and stamp collectors being 
human, and human nature being 
what it is, it is inevitable that a 
clash will sometimes occur. Usual- 
ly the clash is glossed over, and 
no rupture of relations will result. 
Occasionally more important fac- 


tors are involved, and trouble en- 
sues. 

“The aggrieved collector has in 
his possession the finest defense 
of all against a stamp firm, be 
it auction or otherwise, against 
which he has a complaint: let him 
cease to do business with it, and

Old Covers That Have 
Come Home To Roost 


Mr. King Beal of the K X E L 
Broadcasting Station in Waterloo, 
Iowa wrote the editor of this pub- 
lication a letter about a month 
ago and enclosed therein a cover 
which had enclosed a circular that 
was mailed to a Mr. J. Curtis in 
England, away back in 1916, dur- 
ing the first World War. The Cover 
bears the imprint of “George W. 
LINN Company under’ which 
name your editor was conducting 
a stamp business at that date. The 
cover has one of the War Censor 
labels of that period on the back. 

In sending the cover, Mr. Beal 
says: 

“To me the chief interest is in 
the speculation as to the immense 
scope of collecting. Thirty years 
ago you sent it as an unostenta- 
tious and probably routine cir- 
cular mail carrier to a party in 
England. I only recently received 
it from a correspondent in South 
West Africa. Thru how many 
hands it passed before he got it 
I have no way of knowing but now 
it is back in your office, where 
it may remain if you wish to keep 
ag 

Yes, in what other hobby can 
one have the reminiscences that 
that go with philately, and espec- 
ially entire covers. 

Incidentally I have had sent to 
me in past years a number of 
covers from Chicago, Buffalo, 
Cleveland and other cities which 
bear the name of “GEORGE W. 
LINN”, business and commercial 
covers, yet none of them were I. 
Last night I had occasion to look 
through some material and noted 
one of these covers mounted on a 
page, the envelope bore one of 
the old 3c greens. Below it was a 
cover with a 3c 1861 which bore
